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TERRIFIC GALE.

The Atinntie in s Bn Disaster to the
Steamshiip Wilhinm Peonmn,

The steamship Willlam Penn, from Lendon
and Havre to New York, with five huudred
pasecnpers on board, arrived in port ou Sator.
day, says the N, Y. Herald of sesterday, alter &
Wery \rying voynge of seventeen days Irom
Hevre wnd tweniy.one from London, She
encountered & terrific storm in mid-ocean,
whien lasted for several daye, doing alurming
damare to the saloou cubins, and fuiw!ly lojor-
lug the bostswain of tbhe ship. The crew
bebuved with great coolness and fortitude, and
the Captaln sood to bis post unremitiogly
throaeh the whole of the severe ordoeal,

On Tuesduy, the 10th of November, a slorm
of wind, willh rain, st in from the voriheast,
TPuritg the whoie of the duy toe storm steadily
increare] in violeoee; but the ship was kept oun
Yier couzee undet (he nost &l hor sails and the
full pewer ot her screw, aud, except the occu-
sloval (remendous plupeinegs snd rollings of Lhe
sbip as she yirided to lhe foree of tpe sarpiog
waves, she bounded merrily aleny with every-
thing snug and all on bosrd comparatively coum-
{fortable, but with more or l#ss of appichension
as 10 whas the nigkt wight brivg,

It was boped thet Loe storm mght somewhint
abate ut sundown; bat they wore disnepointed,
and the uight elosed lu, sd ding s thick durk
ners W slrendy existivg terrors, The oflicery
aud crew were all ou duoty, while o the drst
spd recoud cablu salosne—Lhe former sitoatel
midships and the latter quite sit—subdaed
conversstlon among men, with sighs that be-
spoke the anguiel ol fear with a few ot the
women nnd childten; sl 4hus the night wore
on till 11, wheu all retired to their stalerooms
in the cabloe below,

Below these still were the 432 steerage pas.
sengers, that all the day sud mght bhad been
kep! there owing to the 1w possibility of moviog
salely on deck, smid the ceaseless ragiogs of tue
slorm,

At abont 8 A, M, on the 12th, and hefore the
passenpers had left their berths, those of the
first cubin were aroused from their vigils by a
tremendous erash on thestarboard side of the
#bip and the rash of waters dowa uson them,
All, of course, wns consternation nod dismay
until the extent ot the injury or davger couli be
distinetly ascertuined., They had shipped a
beavy ren that slove 1o abouat ten feet of the
dining salooun above, and the water flooding the
floor, was wakiug it2 way through the openibg
for vyentilation aud light to toe cabin below,
The cabin being & wuter-tight compartmeunt of
fron all around, except the companionway or
staircase, apd where the water had gained en
trance, it could npot pass lower down into
the sbhip or munke its egress irom the cubin., The
only way to djepose ot it was by & line of backets
up and down 1the companion way, and uutil this
was done the water occupied the entire floor of
the cabin of thirty-four state rooms and & ladiey'
ealeon to & depth of from one to three feet,
while the rolling of the ship would alternately
throw up the water on elther side 1o & much
greater depth. Only strong men could stand
Up against this sway and carreat of water, so

“*=tbut all the women and children were oblized

%0 tase position in the upper berths until the
water, in part at least, conld be removed. As
soon as men could do thils it was done, and
Dbuttens were nuiled over the openiugs through
which the water had entered,

It wae the intention epeedily to remove the
water irom the cabin, rendering it it for imme-
diute reogcupation; but betore this could pos-
sibly be dove, and the ctorm still raging with
nuavated fury, a httle betore 9 A. M. another
trewendons sca broke over the ship's side wt
precisely the same place as beiore. This time
nearly ten yards iv lenglh of the ssloon’s side
was smaglied in, There was a erash of timbers,
taules, and crockery, und a momentary stuother-
jng of eteam ued flying asbes trom the glowing
stove s it wient wairing from the saloon down
smerg the devris Into not less than three feet
of water, which now eovercd the floor, and
which, with every 10ll of the sbhip, was surging
into the cubin below. And vow, as the cadbin
was deluged with o greaer flood than belore,
another ahd & preater terror was presented Lo
its oocupants, aud despair with some had taken
the pince ot tear. The water was several feet
deeper tuan beiore, The necessity was uow pre-
sented of removing the women and clmnliren
throuvgh the flovd of walers up the compuniou-
way nud aloug the d=ck of the ship to the aft or
second cabin enloon, The strong men ol the
phip had this duty to perform, for tew olhers
could staud upon the slippery looting.

1Tne first to leave the flooded cabin with his
wile was George E. Alear. H= got 10 the toot
of Lhe stairwuy, holding to the bhaod rall, neck
deep io water, with his wite upon his bacg,
olingieg to bis neck, At the next roll of the
shipthey were cut of the wa er apd had gained
the drcz. At this momwent thera wers toose
who, baving no one 4o cars for but themselyes,
seenied a1l the more wnxious to be conveyed to
8 pluce of safety, whilst others, full of trus
beroism, would not co until the more helpless
were assisted out. This trait was particulsrly
shown in the mother of nice little children; she
would not go and leave her children behind;
they could not go together, for each must be
carried sipgly. At last, when wpeatly all others
bad gone, the mother consented w go if sne
could take ber youngest with ber, and upoun the

romise of anolber noble-hearted woman, Mis

anush Bievens, that she would remuin with the
otber children till the Iast bad l=it the eabin,
Having reached the ati =aloon with her youngest
chily, rhe look her station at the open door
and there stood counling her children—one,
two, three—as ope by one they arrired, uatl
seven of the sipe had been counted in, but
sceiug nothiog of the other two, eried out) as
if In bitter agony, “*But where, oh, where are
the twing!”

apparel, filled a bag with other due things aund
hobg it on her arm, and lo one of her capwions
pockets & half dozen small artleles of table
grockery, aud finully, faking her umbrella In
band, ent lnxwuulz wallieg the sinkiog of the
ship. Onbeing aked what she intended doing
with her umbrells at vhe bottom ef the sea, she
sald it was her intention to wade out If she had
te go alone, and abhe might want it,

t about 11 o'clock on the mormng of
. Thorsday, iwe houre afler the seoond ses was

shipped, another eame upon them at the port
side, and, rushing aft, strack the second cavin
enloon with great foroe, bat doing no mjary,
On the ipeside of this saloon were both Lhe frast
and gecond cabin passeagers. ranged along on
both smdes of narrow tables that were bolted 1o
the floor., There they eat, with arms stretetsd
ncross the tables, helding to the opposite s:de,
and thus supporting ithemselves agsinst tbe
action of Lthe terrible aud ceasele*s rollings of
the ship. About voon they had & gleam of
sunshine that at fitful wntervals reappeared till
4 o'clock in the aflernoon, when the wind, the
rain, the storm-cloud, and the hait had grestly
lessened, AL B o'cloek In the evenjug the wind
had pearly ceascd, and & beautiful night of
slarlight succeeded,

“The Earl's year" hns reached n sad climax In
the desth of its lesding actor. The spider nnd
the fly drsma s ended, That poor coroneted
joulh who had crowded inlo Six yewrs more
Coriniling excitement, wund weightior turf cares,
than many “inst men” know 1n a lifetime, has
lnid down hle weary lond, He wasonly tweniy-
six 1nJuly, aud hie had fittered away two fine
famwily extates, Betting is suil to be the touch-
fome of the Englishmau's sincerity, but with the
Marguis a craving for the oads hod really
brcowe a dizesse, He worsLipped chance with
ull tLhe ardor ol a funatic, His wils were, he
considered, worth (o him in the bettioe rioe at
Tewst £20,000 & year, and he sometimes thrended
his waythrough the mazes of trials and public
rooning with all the sagacily of a wizard,
His public coups were often so brilliant,
thut 1t waa hardly to be wondered at that
he Delleved in his own destiny and his power
10 break the riug, He eared hittle whather the
araining or other improvements on his Doning-
toa estate were stopped, il he only got fres
supplies for anolber Newmarkel campalgn,
Tue mog, on the other hand, bad murked him
for their own, apd wever left him. They would
closter beweath the Jockey Club balcoay at
Epeom, holdimg up their bande to claim his
attention, avd catching ot his replies like a
flock ot Luuury nawks., There he would stund
emiliog at the wild tumult below, wearing his
bat juuntily on one side, a red fower in bis
buttou-hole, and his colors round his neck, and
cool and calm while “the tulent” made his
horse a '‘hot favorite" at opce, and & few
slipped back tothe ring 1o follow his lead. For
a time he was r perfeot Cocker; but he fell at
Iast in the upegual etrife, und the men who had
“drawn” him most coplously wers amoug those
who set their faces most steroly agalost bhim
when he wished to see the Heath once again,

The Marquis’' taste for the turfl was not an
hereditary one. His father's heart was with the
howod sud horn. He loved to balloo “‘the red
raccs|” over the rides far better than wateliing
the Leger horses close up round the Red-nouse
turn, The men of the Midlands will sprak of
him as qguite s representulive sportsman with
Will Goodall and the “Bir Harry” whom they
lost g0 early. He would hardly have stepped
aside to eec a race; but a scarcity of foxes in
Charowood Forest, or finding himsell above
twelve stone on the scuies, would have soreiy
vexed his soul, Hie eou cared for none of these
things. Still he could not bedr to see the Quorn
wilhout a muster, and he stepped boldly iuto
the bresch when Mr. Clowes resigued in '66. He
wore the horo at his suddle bow for conformity’s
gnke, but he never blew it, and he lat the tield
EO its owD way, and buuled the couutry on no
eystem.

posed 1o deny that we owe reparation in some
sort or degree to the United States, It is quite
clear that the noble Lord (Sianisy) isot this
opininn. Thia, therelore, s not 4 case In
which arbitration s wauted. If we owe any-
thivg, we must puy It, snd what we want s
some cue to say not whether we ought to pay,
but how much; and this would be ne best de-
cided, not by arbitration, but by n mixed com
niisson,

Is not that plain? But It is followed by a
declaration M possible still plainer. Mr, Mill
went ob 10 Enyi—

*If negotintions were reopened on the basis
of an admiselon that we owed them reparation,
snd that the object was mercly to ascertain the
amount, 1 eaunot beheve that there would be
nny cousidernble diflieulty In  arriviveg al o
settlement withiout going beyond the two dis.
putants.”

Tuat is Mr. Mill's pxpasition of Lord Stanley's
meaning—immediate, complete, and declsive.
[t was spoken iu Lord Stun'ey’s presence, snd
whoever knows snything ol the usages of the
Houge knows Lhat il he had been misrepresented
by Mr. Mill, the correction would bave besn
mude ou the spot, But there conld be no
correction. It was what Lord Stanley then
meant, He was at Lhat time rendy 1o concede
tbe Habllivy of Englavd forthe Alabamas claims,
wnd go loto & commis-ion to determine
ouly the amount. Mr, Johnson’s diplomacy
has brought about & withdrawal of that con-
cessiop, und A relersuce of the question of
origingl linbility 10 an arbitrator surrounded by
Enelish lufluences, Whether Lord Btanley hal
ever conceded it or not, the point is one on
which the American people long sivce made up
their mind.
